More than 20,000 acres of Indian 
lands, which include some of the 
best agricultural areas in the Peace 
River district, are likely to be sold 
at auction inthe near future.

A new industry—badger farm- 
ing—may be started in Saskatche- 
wan by John Rothenberger, farmer, 
of Vanguard.
